4. Notice of NSC Action No. 1307, dealing with port security 
aspects of US continental defense, was transmitted by the Executive 
Secretary, NSC, to the Director of Central Intelligence on 21 January 
1955. The Office of Naval Intelligence has since confirmed that this 
matter was in hand and that in its opinion no action by the IAC per se 
was required. This matter will therefore not be raised in the IAC 
except at the specific request of a member. 
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
